[Report on interview with Dr Alwin Bruck, by VOZ DI POVO; date and place not 
yiven | 


[Excerpts] In an interview with the news media after a 
4-day visit to our country, Dr Alwin Bruck said that 
the FRG will attend the round-table discussion among 
those participating in Cape Verde's development, to be 
held in Praia in June. However, he did not specify at 
what level his government will be represented at this 
international meeting to be attended by delegations 
from various guest countries, members of the Inter- 
State Committee to Fight the Drought in the Sahel and 
members of international organizations. 


Speaking briefly of hisvisit, the West German government official said that 
"in Light of my experience of a few days, I shall do my best to see that Cape 
Verde has a privileged place among the countries which are to receive foreign 
aid trom the FRG." 


During its sojourn in the capital, the West German delegation met with its 

Cape Verdian counterpart headed by Rural Development Minister Joao Pereira Silva 
to discuss a program of cooperation for the next 2 years to be carried out 

just like that of the past 2 years, with particular emphasis on the development 
plans of Fogo and Brava. 


The butane gas project, at an estimated budget of 22 million escudos, is to 

get underway this year, according to a top-ranking official of the Secretariat 
of State for Cooperation and Planning who closely followed the visit of the 
German mission. He also said that the beginning of the construction of a ferry 
boat, to be supplied by the FRG and serve as transportation among our islands, 
is scheduled for 1983. 


Since Cape Verde's independence, the FRG has maintained close relations of 
'riendship and cooperation with our country. 


Fotal FRG aid to Cape Verde now comes to about 55 million marks, according to 
sources close to the FRG secretary of state. The FRG has also contributed to 
various UN projects, particularly UNESCO.

RESULTS OF MISSIONS TO BRUSSELS, GENEVA NOTED 
Nd jamena INFO TCHAD in French 23 Apr 82 pp 2,3 


[Text] Minister of Plan and Reconstruction Taher Souleymane met Wednesday 
with the National Reconstruction Committee at the Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry. This group mainly examined the results of Taher Souleymane's mis- 
sions to Bruzzels and Geneva. 


ln Brussels, where discussions were held with officials of the EDF (European 
Development Fund), the Chadian delegation discussed again the $7 million 
program agreed upoa at the Paris meeting. European Community authorities 
told the Chadian delegation about actual arrangements for carrying out this 
program. Other aspects of cooperation between Chad and the EDF were taken 
up, especially the programming of the fifth EDF. The Chadian delegation 
also asked for a supplementary contribution from the EDF through partici- 
pation in the international conference on the reconstruction of Chad. The 
European Community's response was encouraging, Taher stated. 


In Geneva the Chadian delegation made very advantageous use of its partici- 
pation in a conference organized by UNDRO (United Nations Disaster Relief 
Organization) to inform the countries and agencies present about the Nairobi 
conference on Chad's reconstruction. The delegation reported on our country's 
socioeconomic situation and the extent of damages, ¢ presented documents 

on the subject which had heen drawn up by experts frou the United Nations 
and Chad. The Chadian delegation also discussed the date of this conference, 
which initially was to have been held from 15 April but was postponed due to 
lack of adequate preparation. The Chadian delegation met among others with 
the UN deputy secretary general responsible for special policy matters with 
whom they agreed to hold this conference from 1 to 15 June. 


The Chadian delegation also received positive responses to the emergency 
aid program in the areas of food, health and education presented through 
UNDRO. This aid, $7 million, would make possible the acquisition of new 
sceds and assure logistic support for the distribution of these gifts. 


The reconstruction committee also examined a draft cecree which creates an 
operational unit for the distribution of foodstuffs. This operational unit 
was proposed by the committee nearly a month ago to end the disorder and waste 
that has been noted in the distribution of gifts. This draft could not be 
adopted because of the absence of certain ministers concerned.

MITTERRAND ADVISER VISITS PRESIDENT GOUKOUNI 
Nd jamena INFO TCHAD in French 20 Apr 82 pp 2, 3 


[l'ext] The special adviser to President Francois Mitterrand on African Af- 
fairs, Mr Guy Penn, spent 24 hours (Saturday-Sunday) in Ndjamena. He held 
two interviews with President Oueddei Goukouni, who was surrounded by his 
political staff. His presence, which coincides with a certain political 
stalemate, has not been unexpected. It had been planned for some time but 
was postponed because of scheduling problems. 


Tie French emissary, who before leaving spoke of his interviews with Presi- 
dent Goukouni, stated that he had come to gather information about the dis- 
sensions within the GUNT [Transitional National Union Government]. President 


Goukouni, he said, gave him "his point of view which will be relayed to Presi- 
dent Mitterrand." 


The two men also discussed the military situation in the east and the role 
of the peacekeeping force in Chad, which has been subject to some refine- 
ments. Other subjects which President Goukouni and Guy Penn discussed were 
cooperation between France and Chad and different commitments made by Presi- 
dent Mitterrand, and the relations of the OAU with the GUNT in the light of 
the last Nairobi summit. 


Guy Penn also sought to understand the meaning of the diplomatic offensive 
directed toward Lagos and Nairobi in recent days by State Minister of Foreign 
Attairs Ahmat Acyl.

NDJAMENA MERCHANTS SET UP SUPPORT COMMITTEE FOR ARMED FORCES 
Nd jamena INFO TCHAD in French 20 Apr 82 pp l, 2 


[Text] A support committee for the integrated Armed Forces was set up yester- 
day following a mceting of Ndjamena merchants. The main goal of this commit- 
tee is to collect contributions from the merchants to support the war efforts 
of the GUNT (Transitional National Union Government). This committee, made 
un of nine members, is presided over by Oumar Nasser, seconded by Adoum 
Koulbou. Two secretaries general. Mahamat Outman and Mahamat Gamar Sileck, 
and two treasurers, Abakar Moussz and Ahmed Ali, complete this team which 
will benefit from advice from the mayor of Ndjamena. The creation of this 
committee is the spontaneous and concrete response of the merchants to the 
appeal from the state minister for interior and security. Actually, Mahamat 
Abba Said had brought the Ndjamena merchants together on Sunday to ask them 
to help the government, which is suffering serious financial difficulties. 
Going straight to the point, he told them that "money, which is the vital 
nerve of the war, is becoming scarce.'' After emphasizing that the time for 
mobilization is at hand, he specified in unambiguous terms what the govern- 
ment expects of them: financial aid which would consist of 1 billion CFA 
francs for the first category, 500,000 for the second and 250,000 for the 
last category. 


During the meeting the minister for interior developed some political themes 
dear to him. Bitterly noting that the GUNT's desire ''to implement peace at 
all costs has not been understood," Mahamat Abba Said stated that Chad has 
become a target of imperialism through "the shameful Nairobi resolutions." 
Mahamat Abba Said once again showed himself to be categorical: 'We will 
never, ever accept negotiating with the enemy, for that would be equivalent 
to betraying the memory of our martyrs." 


For the minister of interior, a certain African lobby supported by imperial- 
ism is developing a plot behind these negotiations. The news which the GUNT 

receives "indicates that the FAN (Northern Armed Forces) continues to benefit 

trom all kinds of aid."' The GUNT can also count on the support of militant 

Africa, "but of course you have to count on yourselves.'' This expose has a 

logical conclusion: You must then agree to sacrifices. Some merchants, 

answering the minister of interior, expressed strong wishes that the money they 

give indeed be used by the Integrated Armed Forces. It appears they rear that 

this money might go to fill out private coffers.

SONASUT'S ECONOMIC SIGNIFICANCE, PROBLEMS NOTED 
Nd jamena UNITE in French No 0016 19-26 Apr 82 pp 1, 2, 4

[Text] The National Sugar Company of Chad (SONASUT), 
which had suspended operations at its Farcha plants be- 
cause of the war, officially opened its doors on 

18 March 1982. During the reopening ceremony, Ahmet 
Nagkhoutou Malentin, chairman of the board of directors, 
gave a rundown of the company's current situation. 


The company, which had not suffered physical damage, did nothing more than 
conduct a general inspection and cleanup of its equipment before the startup 
of its plants. The Farcha refinery complex is a factory whose sole purpose 
is the conversion of granulated sugar into loaf sugar and the manufacture 

of candy and syrup. This plant, which proposes to produce 1,200 to 1,500 
tons of loaf sugar between now and October, subject to demand, is now produc- 
ing 60 tons per day. It already has a stock of 8,000 tons of granulated 
sugar which was supplied by the Banda (Sarh) Plant. The loaf sugar con- 
verted by the Farcha plant is earmarked for consumption in the northern re- 
gion. The southern region is supplied by the Banda agroindustrial complex, 
which processes sugarcane into granulated sugar and cube sugar. 


In order to cover the entire national territory, SONASUT had sales depots in 
the localities of Mongo, Am-Timan, Bokoro, Abeche, Oum-Hadjer, Moundou, and 
Hyabe. In addition to sales to private Chadians, the company also sells its 
sugar to several processing industries: Lugone Breweries, Chadian Beverage 
and Ice Cream Company, and Ndjamena Soft Drink Company. The transport of 
granulated sugar from Banda to Ndjamena is handled regularly by trucks of 
the Chadian Transporters Cooperative. The Farcha candy plant produces 800 
tons of sweets per year. This production is marked solely for domestic 
consumption. For now, SONASUT, which has a productive capacity ranging from 
28,000 to 30,000 tons, does not intend to .xport its sugar. The purpose of 
this industry is to provide the sugar consumed in Chad and to make it inde- 
pendent of imports.

SONASUT, which is made up of an agroindustrial complex in Banda (Sarh) and a 
complex and candy plant in Farcha (Ndjamena) is a mixed economy company. 

it is governed by the laws covering corporations. Its capital is 4.711 
billion CFA francs. The state of Chad is the principal stockholder. It 
holds 84 percent of the stock. The remaining 16 percent is held by private 
stockholders. The company is managed by a nine-member board of directors, 
including a chairman and five Chadian representatives, two representatives 
from the Multinational Company for the Development of the Agrofood Industry 
(SOMDIAA) and one representative of Chadian merchants. The board of direc- 
tors, which meets two or three times a year, sets the company's general man- 
agement policy, which is carried out by the directorate general and the two 
export offices in Banda and Farcha. 


The Funds 


The funds which permitted the building of these plants, totaling 17 billion 
CFA frances, were provided by international organizations. The principal 
suppliers of funds were the European Investment Bank (EIB), the Central 
Bank, EDF [European Development Fund], the Bank of Paris and The Nether- 
lands, and the Cotton Bank. The management of these funds is entrusted 
directly to SONASUT, and repayment of funds to creditors is made by the 
company. The Chadian state is limited to the role of loan guarantor. 
SOMDIAA, which was demanded by the creditors, is the technical assistance 
company. It is tied into SONASUT by a 10-year contract. Its principal task 
is to supply exports and to ensure the continuity and proper management of 
the company. SOMDIAA experts visit Banda and Farcha regularly to inspect 
the technical and agricultural installations and management. Independently 
of the SOMDIAA experts, an auditor, also demanded by the creditors, pays 
regular visits to make general reports on funds expended. 


The Economic Impact 


In order to bring down ever-increasing unemployment, this agrofood industry 
plays an important role in the economic life of Chad. 


SONASUT employs a total of 1,700 permanent workers for its offices, factor- 
ies, plantations, and housekeeping activities. This personnel staffing is 
increased from 1,700 to 3,000 employees during the agricultural season. 

The Banda complex employs 1,200 persons, and Farcha 500. The other 1,700 
persons are seasonal employees who work on the sugarcane plantations during 
the agricultural season. There are 35 expatriate assistants: 32 in Banda 
and 3 in Farcha. Chadian management personnel number 10: 6 in Banda and 4 
in Farcha. The company had already implemented a Chadianization employment 
policy to alleviate the shortfall of local management personnel. The ap- 
pointment of Idris Koura to the position of director of operations in Farcha 
falls within this context. According to the general manager, Fred Bolhuis, 
this policy opens the door to skill positions: maintenance, agriculture, 
production, accounting, mechanics, and laboratory research. He said that 
the company hires Chadian students every year within the framework of their 








work-study programs. Their on-the-job training, which lasts 2 to 3 months, 
takes place mainly in the technical and agricultural sectors. 


Social Policy 


[In the social sector, SONASUT has built two housing developments for its em- 
ployees in Banda. There is one development for management employees which 
is restricted to expatriates and temporary Chadian management personnel, and 
a workers' development which is restricted to Chadian employees. The cost 
of the second development was 20 million CFA francs. The company also 

takes care of employee transportation between Sarh and Banda. It also 
Sponsors two soccer teams, one in Sarh and another in Ndjamena. 


Development Plans 


According to the board of directors, the 3 years of war in Chad caused a 
considerable setback to SONASUT's development plans. That is why it has been 
unable to meet its initial planning goals. The company suffered a loss of 
22,000 tons of sugar, representing 5.5 billion CFA francs' worth of busi- 
ness. This setback also upset the timetable foc the repayment of interest 
and loans on borrowed capital. Within the context of its development plans, 
the board of directors has established a 6-year moratorium which will permit 
the company to straighten out its financial situation. 


The last board also established a 5-year development plan. With the new 
Sugar season, which begins on 15 October 1982, the company foresees produc- 
tion of 24,000 tons of granulated sugar, 6,000 to 7,000 tons of cube sugar, 
and 18,000 tons of loaf sugar. At present the company does not have many 
outlets and intends as soon as possible to reopen all its depots in the 
northern region in order to prevent speculation by merchants in the rainy 
season. 


Nigerian Handicap 


The interruption of SONASUT operations in Ndjamena forced Chadian merchants 
to turn to other suppliers to alleviate the shortage of sugar thus created. 
That is the reason why granulated sugar imported from Nigeria flooded Chadian 
markets during the war. Such imports, which is to say the least are fraud- 
ulent, and which are continuing in spite of the circular letter from the 
Ministry of Economy and Finance that canceis the licenses granted but not 
completely utilized as of 20 March, are a serious handicap for sales of 
SONASUT stocks. The general manager, who has complained of the failure to 
implement that decision, told us that the only thing the company has done 
since its reopening has been to stock sugar. We are at an impass, he told 
us, becauSe we are being swamped by Nigerian sugar; there are no sales. It 
would be desirable for the government to stop these imports. For the man- 
ager Of operations of the Farcha plant, the reopening of the company in 

the present circumstances will serve as a test for all foreign companies 
that want to locate in Chad after the war. 








The failure of the national economic sector, systematic fraud, the corruption 
of state agents, and the absence of strict customs controls are major handi- 
caps that the government must face up to in this period of economic recovery, 
during which all national and foreign companies will soon follow the example 
ot SONASUT. This Chadian economic situation encourages smuggling, thus 
creating unfair competition and illegal price increases. And if anyone 
loses, it is not only the Chadian consumer but also the public treasury, 
which will lose revenues. Morality, the reward, is always kept waiting.

1982 DRAFT BUDGET--The 1982 draft budget was adopted on Thursday 1 April by 
the Council of Ministers. This is not an April Fool joke. The decision 
comes within the context of the restructuring of the administrative ap- 
paratus and national reconstruction. According to the council's report, 
budget estimates for revenues and expenditures total 17,203 ,000,000 CFA 
frances. The Chadian share is 7 billion CFA francs, part of which will come 
from customs revenues. At present, the customs office brings the state about 
5 billion CFA francs (in normal times between 9 billion and 7 billion francs). 
The Council of Ministers freely admits that there is a shortfall of 10 bil- 
lion francs. This shortfall probably will be made up by aid from friendly 
countries, particularly France. This budget does not respond to the admin- 
istration's real needs, inasmuch as the stated needs of the ministries total 
30 billion francs. Therefore, the Council of Ministers limited itself to 

the most urgent needs so as to permit the machinery of state to operate. We 
hope that with the adoption of the budget, the pay situation for government 
employees will improve.

NORTHEAST FIGHTING--Khartoum, May 26--Eritrean guerrillas claim to have 
killed and wounded about 800 Ethiopian troops and captured four others in 
recent fighting on the north-east Sahel and Afabet fronts, it was reported 
here today. According to communique from the Eritrean Peoples' Liberation 
Front, 100 troops were killed, 200 were wounded and one captured in a battle 
on May 15 and 16 in the Sahel region. The guerrillas said they killed and 
wounded 490 troops and captured three on the Afabet front in mid-May. The 
communique also said that an Ethiopian Soviet-made helicopter was downed by 
guerrilla artillery fire while the aircraft was bombing the area near Keren 
last week. The guerrillas also claimed to have destroyed six military 


trucks and captured various weapons in recent fighting. (A.F.P.) [Text]

TEXT OF COMMUNIQUE ISSUED BY THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS 
Conakry HOROYA in French No 2915, 25 Apr-1l May 82 p 34 


{Text] The Central Committee and the government held a joint meeting on 
Thursday, 22 April 1982, at 1200 hours under the chairmanship of Comrade 
Ahmed Sekou Toure, president of the republic and head of state. 


The agenda included a report on the head of state's trip to the DPRK and the 
Middle East. 


The council listened attentively to the report presented by Comrade Senainon 
Behanzin on the visit made by the Guinean presidential delegation to Xorea 
frou 13 through 17 April 1982. 


The minister of agro-pastoral farms (FAPA) and agricultural cooperatives gave 
a vivid description of the warm and honorable welcome accorded President 
Alimed Sekou Toure by the great leader, President Kim Il-song, and the Korean 
people. 


During official ceremonies honoring President Kim Il-song on his 7Oth birth- 
day, the Supreme Head of the Revolution went to the podium to praise the 
friendship and cooperation that has existed between the DPRK and African 
countries in general, and especially with the People's Revolutionary Republic 
of Guinea, for some decades now. 


le congratulated the great leader of the Korean people on the tremendous 
progress achieved in his country in a short period of time through work, 
disciplin: and remarkable organization at all levels of national life. The 
head of state expressed the hope that the Korean people will continue to enjoy 
further successes in carrying out their great program of economic and social 
development under the enlightened leadership of their beloved president, Com- 
rade Kim il-song. 


The following day the head of state departed Pyongyang at the head of his dele- 
vation for a brief stopover at Karachi, before going on to Jiddah (Saudi 
Arabia). 


The head of state also had to return once more to Iran and Iraq as part of the 
mission he has been given by the Islamic Peace Committee. 
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Most useful lessons were drawn from the presidential trip to the Middle and 
Far East. 


Finally, the Supreme Head of the Revolution briefed the council on major 
developments in African and global politics. 


The meeting was adjourned at 1400 hours.

FENU DELEGATION TO J TSCUSS EXPANSION OF COOPERATION

[Excerpts] A delegation from the UN Infrastructure Fund [FENU] headed by 
iixecutive Secretary Galal Magdi arrived in our capital on Saturday, 24 April. 
The purpose of the visit by this delegation, which includes head of the pro- 
yrams division Mathieu Samake and chief technical consultant Guy le Marchand, 
. is to discuss with the Guinean Government the possibility of expanded cooper- 
ation with FENU. The delegation will be in contact with several of our min- 
isterial departments to discuss projects currently underway in our country. 


FENU was created by the General Assembly in 1960. Though originally estab- 
lished as an autonomous institution, it is currently administered by the 
United Nations Development Program (UNPD) in accordance with the General As- 
sembly's subsequent decision to that effect in 1967. 


The purpose of FENU is, through grants and loans, to help developing countries 
in the process of developing their economies. 


In 1974, after UNCTAD III, the General Assembly welcomed the decision by 
UNPD's board of directors to channel FENU's aid primarily toward the least 
developed countries. 


In selecting its projects, FENU is guided by a policy that emphasizes projects 
which are of high priority to the government and at the same time technically 
sound and economically justifiable. 


Technical assistance, when it proves necessary, may be provided by the 
specialized agencies of the United Nations and by other international assis- 
tance agencies. 


At present FENU is very interested in financing projects for which its con- 
tribution would be between $1 million and $4 million. FENU's programming 
procedures, unlike those of UNPD, do not establish fixed financial appropri- 
ations in advance for specified countries, or for specified periods. 


Most of FENU's activity is in the rural sector, the emphasis being on develop- 
ment of water resources and water supply systems, construction of secondary 
roads, warehousing of harvests and food distribution infrastructure.

SECOND SEMINAR OF ISLAMIC BANKS,. FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS

[Excerpts] The second seminar of Islamic banks and financial institutions 
held its first working session Wednesday, 21 April 1982, at the Palace of the 
People. The opening session was chaired by Comrade Dr Lansana Beavogui, 
member of the Political Bureau and prime minister responsible for planning 

and statistics, who was accompanied by several national leaders. The seminar, 
which lasts until 3 May, will bring together prominent leaders of Islamic 
financial and economic institutions, along with a number of financial experts 
from Our own ministerial departments. 


In his remarks on the occasion, Comrade Dr Lansana Beavogui welcomed the 
prominent leaders and others in attendance on behalf of the Supreme Head of 
the Revolution. He expressed the national leadership's profound appreciation 
of the honor done Guinea in its selection as host to the second seminar of 
Islamic banks and financial institutions. The mere fact assumes a unique im- 
portance for the Islamic Ummah, which continues its unceasing efforts to 
create the financial and economic structures capable of providing for the de- 
velopment of our Muslim peoples. The prime minister reaffirmed the strong 
determination of the People's Revolutionary Republic of Guinea to work to in- 
sure the flourishing of Islamic banking institutions. 


Following the prime minister's remarks, Dr Mohammed al-Tayib al-Najjar, rector 
of the University of Al-Azhar in Cairo and vice president of the International 
Union of Islamic Banks and Financial Institutions [as published], made a broad 
presentation of the organization's objectives. He said that its basic ob- 
jective is to suppress usury [riban] so as to help all Islamic countries im- 
prove the living conditions of the people and make them more prosperous.

socio-economic and banking development. Dr Ahmad al-Najjar [as published] 

said he was optimistic that the seminar would be brought to a successful con- \ 
clusion, and he urged the participants to pay close attention to all the 

subjects raised by the organizers. 


For his part, Comrade Marcel Cros, our minister for international cooper- 
ation, gave a clear and precise description of the philosophy espoused by our 





party and state on international cooperation. He expressed most fervently the 
hope that this international meeting in Conakry might sow fruitful seeds 
throuvhout the Islamic world that will lead to its liberation from exploita- 
tion, usury and economic pillage. He laid special emphasis on the gradual 
integration of economic, financial, agro-pastoral and forest resources in 

the Islamic countries. The People's Revolutionary Republic of Guinea, he 
underlined, is faithful to the fundamental principles of Islam and supports 


the establishment of an Islamic banking system that would involve participa- 
tion by all the national economies in the Islamic world. Finally, he urged 
the organizers and participants to work hard and take a close look at all 


the problems faced by the Islamic countries in order to find good solutions 
for the happiness and prosperity of our peoples. 


Second Day 


This religious observance [the reading of a passage of the Koran] was followed 
by remarks from Mr Na'im Hassan, deputy under secretary of the Islamic Con- 
{erence Organization, who paid stirring homage to the Supreme Head of the 
Revolution, President Ahmed Sekou Toure, for his tireless efforts to achieve 
peace and good will among men, as most recently shown in his efforts as head 
ot the Islamic Peace Committee to resolve the unfortunate conflict between 
Iran and Iraq. 

Mr Na'im also said that his organization is working to promote the develop- 
iment of Islamic banking techniques and discipline. Success in this would 
contribute significantly to making it possible to move on to new tasks, but 
it is almost impossible to do in the framework of the banking institutions 
inherited from the colonial era. He concluded by calling on all Islamic 
countries to support the effort to make the banking association increasingly 
elttective in its various activities. 


Next, the representative of His Majesty King Khalid of Saudi Arabia, Mr Abd 
al-Hamid Derhali, permanent under secretary in the Saudi planning ministry, 
took the floor to convey brotherly greetings from his people to the people 
of Guinea, while emphasizing the very important role our two countries have 
to play on the international scene, in terms of the search for a solution 
that will enable the Islamic nation to achieve greater unity in action, and 
to protect and increase the progress already made. 


The Islamic Bank was created with the aim of liberating the Islamic community 
trom the scourge of usury, and of offering Muslims the opportunity to carry 
out their tinancial transactions in accordance with the provisions of islamic 
law (al-Shari'a). The bank intends to be responsive to the legitimate as- 
pirations of Muslims around the world. It wants to provide the Islamic com- 
munity with a structured financial system that is organized and integrated, 
so the economy of the entire community can be unified by exploiting its di- 
versity of resources and needs. Finally, it also wants to guide and channel 


investments in accordance with real development needs in accordance with the 
Sharia. 
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hollowing his remarks, Mr 'Abd al-Hamid emphasized that Islam, a tolerant rc- 
livion, has the virtue ot providing the rules to be followed not only in our 
social and private life but also in dealing with friends and handling practi- 
cal financial matters. He praised the support and invaluable contribution 
made by Guinea to the Islamic banking system, noting that the first public 
subscription of $2 million, Launched in Guinea, has been successfully com- 


plet ed. 


After those two speeches, Dr al-Najjar, secretary general of the International 

Union of Islamic Banks [as published], lectured on the subject: "Deve lopment 

experiences in the Islamic world."’ In his remarks, he gave the history of 

the association and then said that its objective is to promote the economies 

of Muslim countries. To carry out its program and bring it to realization, 

Dr al-Najjar said, the association must have competent technically trained 

personnel, which presupposes adequate training. Every Islamic bank that has 

been established by the Islamic countries should watch over their interests 

around the world. The association, established by 11 banks, is involved in ~ 
social affairs, investment and irdustry. 


The atternoon of the second day was notable for a conference at the Gamal 
Abd al-Nasir Polytechnic Institute on the subject: "Islamic banks as a 
strategic economic and social development tool." 


This subject was further elaborated by Dr Ahmad al-Najjar, who said that if 
Third World countries today have not made it to the scientific and industrial 
revolution, it is because of failure to master science and technology. 


Third Day 


The third day was enhanced by the presence in person of the head of state, 
whom the seminar attendees had asked to come to shed light on all the prob- 
lems they were discussing. In his remarks he said that "there is no vacuum 
in life, because all activity is a response to some necessity of social ex- 
istence."'

PLANNING MINISTER SPEAKS ON SCANDINAVIAN COOPERATION 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 3 Jun 82 p 3 


[Interview with Minister of Planning Mario Machungo by Antonio Souto; date and 
plece not specified] 


[Excerpt] Following a visit of nearly 2 weeks to the Scan- 
dinavian countries (Denmark, Finland, Norway, and Sweden), 
Mario Machungo, minister of planning and member of the 
FRELIMO Party Politburo, has returned to Maputo with the 
statement that his trip "was not aimed at the signing of 
agreements or with ‘economic amounts'; rather, it was a 
preparatory step for a qualitative leap in the good coop- 
eration relations that already exist.'' The minister of 
planning granted an interview to our reporters in which he 
not only described what he had discussed in his contacts 
with the authorities of those countries concerning coop- 
eration but also analyzed what that cooperation means, 
particularly in the context of political confrontation 
being experienced in southern Africa. 


Looking at Long-Term Prospects 


NOTICIAS: What was the purpose of your visit to Denmark, Finland, Norway, and 
Sweden? 


Minister of planning: The purpose of this trip was to analyze implementation 
of the existing cooperation and also to analyze the future development of bi- 
lateral cooperation from a long-term standpoint between the People's Republic 
of Mozambique [RPM] and the countries I visited. 


As regards that last aspect, its basic points are the steadily increasing in- 
volvement of Scandinavian firms in the restructuring of activities in a few of 
our industrial sectors, the granting of the necessary technical support, and 
the guaranteeing of supplies of the goods and raw materials necessary for the 
satisfactory functioning of that economic area in our country. 


We also analyzed the development of support for agriculture, specifically in 
the form of action to stimulate agricultural production and insure that the 
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largest quantity of products necessary for consumption by the peasants will be 
available in rural trade. 


Still in the area of agriculture, we also discussed increased support for im- 
ports of equipment, consumer goods, and raw materials. 


Trade Relations Stimulate Cooperation 


NOTICTAS: In the future development of cooperation, what role will be played 
by trade relations, and how are they to be handled? 


Minister of planning: It was considered extremely important that we analyze 
the mechanisms that will permit the development of trade between our countries. 
[n all the contacts we had, it was felt on both sides that one very important 
factor for the stimulation of cooperation is the development of trade between 
our countries. 


Agreement was reached on a number of measures that will give impetus to the 
development of that trade in the near future. 


This will contribute to a correct division of labor based on the potentialities 
of each of our countries. 


Tt was considered useful to design a f: 1ancial framework that would regulate 
the trade resulting from that cooperation. That framework was considered to 
be an important tool for stimulating cooperation. 


There must be a specific financial framework that will respect the mutual de- 
sire to develop cooperation rather than what has become a stereotyped frame- 
work of normal trade relations. What we must have is a framework whose back- 
drop will be the desire to develop cooperation and trade relations. 


That viewpoint was the object of discussions and was generally accepted by all 
the countries. And so the doors will be opened for the development of that 
cooperation, which will be covered by the financial framework still to be 
worked out by the appropriate financial and banking institutions in each coun- 
try. 


Openness to Scandinavian Business Sector 


NOTICIAS: How will cooperation with the Scandinavian business sector be tied 
in with the RPM's development policy, and what will it consist of? 


Minister of planning: As far as cooperation with Scandinavian firms is con- 
cerned, it was noted in the contacts just concluded that it is necessary to 
stimulate that cooperation and to open the doors to greater involvement by in- 
dustrial and service firms in the projects being carried out by the RPM. 





This must be done according to patterns and a legal framework that will be de- 
termined for each case or, when we consider it necessary, we will design a 
specific model for a particular type otf cooperation. 
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Greater involvement by Scandinavian firms in development projects designed by 
the RPM is also part of the cooperation being planned for the long term. 


Special Attention to Cadre Training 


NOTICIAS: What are the plans for developing the ability of Mozambican manpower 
to keep pace with the economic growth foreseen as a result of this cooperation? 


Minister of planning: It was seen that it is important to make a greater ef- 
fort to train cadres. The countries in question are prepared to make an in- 
creasing contribution, both in the form of equipment and in other ways, to 
stimulate the projects for training cadres. 


It always takes much longer to train cadres than it does to launch new under- 
takings. Because of that, we must adopt certain necessary measures for the 
training of cadres beforehand so that growth at that level will keep pace with 
the requirements of development. 


Confidence in RPM Government 


NOTICIAS: What motivates the increase in cooperation between Mozambique and 
the Scandinavian countries? 


Minister of planning: There is a mutual interest in developing that coopera- 
tion. The Scandinavian countries have great economic potential, and they have 
democratic traditions enabling them to have contact with revolutionary coun- 
tries like ours, where they find in fact a greater guarantee of productivity 
and of reimbursement and remuneration for their interests. 


Our Scandinavian friends find in Mozambique a highly responsible government 
with clearly defined objectives and progressive and stable prospects for de- 
velopment.

SWEDLSH ASSISTANCE IN TRANSPORTATION SECTOR NOTED 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 27 Apr 82 p 4 


[ext] The Swedish firm VIAK which, since 1980, has been responsible to SIDA 
[Swedish International Development Agency] in work involving transportation 
organization, has been lending substantial support to the reorganization of 
the TPU [Urban Public Transportation] in Beira. According to the TPU director, 
the support is being channeled particularly to the sector's scientific manage- 
ment. In view of this assistance, considerable success has been achieved, 
principally in the areas of production costs, the organization of service 
schedules and the development of better routes and roads. 


VIAK has not only been working in Beira but also in Maputo where its status 
is that of adviser in the country's socioeconomic development. Its activity 
is basically centered around the gathering of information and the development 
of ways to exploit urban public transportation, including taxis and rented 
Cars. 


For this type of activity the Swedish firm has technicians in the various 
sectors involved; such as administration and finance and procurement, as 
well as others who deal with specific aspects of public transportation. 


Under their technical guidance, the TPU in Beira has already taken a series of 
actions, particularly a very recent survey among the people to ascertain what 
the people are thinking and how they might aid in solving the problems which 
they face daily in the service provided by the TPU. Through this survey, 

the TPU director told our reporting staff that the principal question is, in 
fact, determining who is served by these means of transportation. 


According to the same official, a survey made on the production costs of the 
lines, from January to now, kilometer by kilometer, shows a loss of 9.3 
percent per kilometer. 


llowever, there is one important aspect which should be pointed out with 
regard to TPU activities in Beira during the past year: it achieved the 
established production goal by more than 26 percent. 
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but, as the firm's director told us, this fact alone does not mean much when 

we consider that not even one-fifth of Beira's population could be accomnodated 
in [PU buses. This means that we should not just consider the number of hours 
and trips made to evaluate the capability of that firm. For the principal 
juestion is: It produced more, yes; but for whom and how? 


This is the principal reason the Swedish technicians came to our country; 
and their efforts, combined with those of the Mozambican technicians, will 
result in correct planning and organization to provide the answer this type 
of enterprise must provide in view of the country's growing needs within the 
scope of its struggle against underdevelopment.

CAHORA BASSA DEVELOPMENT PLANS DISCUSSED 


beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 30 Apr 82 pp 3, 10 (reprinted from 
Lisbon DIARIO DE LISBOA) 


[Text] Cahora Bassa power will supply the needs of a large part of Mozambique's 
central and northern areas when the project underway is completed in mid-1985. 


Starting the exploitation of the central-northern line, which serves to desig- 
nate the project, will also enable Mozambique to have a direct consumption 

of about 20 percent of the dam's production, with an annual growth rate of 

LO percent. 


The construction of the central-northern line, whose first phase will be 
completed in December 1982 when power will reach Mocuba, Zambezia, is essenti- 
ally aimed at supplying a series of plans for industrial, agricultural and 
mining development. 


Prominent among those centers are Caia (heavy industry), Luabo and Marromeu 
(sugar refineries) and Moatize (minerals); but the project also plans to 
supply power to urban centers such as Nampula, Quelimane and Pemba, now depen- 
dent on antiquated diesel power plants. 


The second phase of the project, already initiated, will reach Nampula. And 
the third, whose terminal is Pemba, includesa series of branch lines of the 
main line to supply less important industrial centers and other residential 
complexes. 


The project, estimated at about $230 million (more than 16 million contos), 

is being financed by credit lines opened by French and Italian banks and is 
being carried out by a consortium of companies of the two countries, which deal 
with the installation of the power lines. 


About a month ago, international bidding was opened for the construction of 
six power substations, amounting to 1 million contos, and bidders have been a 
Portuguese consortium made up of EFACEC (for the electrical equipment) and 
Teixeira Duarte (for the civil construction). 


At present, only a minimal part of the total production of Cahora Bassa's power 
is consumed in Mozambique and, even so, sone of it has to be converted in 
South Africa to reenter our territory. 
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in recent weeks, an official proposal by Zimbabawe has been under study for 
the purchase of Cahora Bassa power; but, in this case, it is necessary first 
to construct a second power plant on the dam. 


At present, Cahora Bassa power is being almost totally sold to South Africa, 
but in a very irregular manner due to the acts of sabotage against the power 
lines perpetrated by armed gangs supported by Pretoria.

POOR SUPPORT PROVIDED FOR COOPERATIVE MOVEMENT

[Excerpts] The great enthusiasm displayed by the inhabitants of Moamba and 
Magude for the cooperative movement is not encountering an adequate response, 
and the result is that some cooperative members have abandoned the collective 
production units. 


Those units were established to break with the colonial agrarian policy, create 
conditions for rural industrialization, and organize the life of the people, 
but current reality indicates more strongly that the process of forming coop- 
eratives, which was launched immediately after the country became independent, 
has not been accompanied by other important measures aimed at bringing the 
members of cooperatives into the "new times." 


The ineffectiveness of the Ministry of Agriculture's structures in relation to 
the agricultural production cooperatives in the Moamba and Magude Districts has 
had a lot to do with inducing a great many peasants to abandon those coopera- 
tives. 


Mario Machava, party secretary for economic policy in the Magude District, told 
this newspaper's reporters: ''People are mobilized, but without the means to 
produce, they cannot stay in the cooperatives." 


The Magude secretary for economic policy discussed what has been done there 
for the progress of the cooperatives, and he concluded by saying that "beyond 
distributing a little seed--when even that happens--little or nothing has been 
done to develop the cooperatives." 


That fact was confirmed by our reporters when they visited the cooperatives 
themselves. All the collective agricultural production units are faced with 
severe problems due to the lack of cadres who are thoroughly familiar with 
basic cultivation methods and can teach those methods to the peasants in the 
cooperatives so as to improve their real production capacity. 


According to the administrator of the Moamba District, the cooperatives some- 
times come to a standstill for long periods because of what he termed "minor 
things." 
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That official also said that the district he heads has not yet received vege- 
table seed for the cooperatives, even though this is the season when the vege- 
tables should be ready for harvesting. He said that the reason why a few 
cooperatives were able to plant vegetables was that they had held back seed 


from the last harvest.

ADDI TIONAL SHIP PURCHASES--The Mozambican Government is going to acquire two 
more cargo ships from Spain this year, according to a statement to our report- 
ers by Adamo Valy, national director of maritime and river transportation, who 
recently returned from that European country. The same source said that an 
agreement for that purpose has already been signed in Madrid and that Spanish 
authorities were quite receptive. Contact between the banking institutions of 
the two countries is the only step remaining before the contract can be exe- 
cuted. The two ships now under negotiation will also be used to strengthen 

the Mozambican merchant fleet. Each will be able to transport 2,500 tons of 
cargo. Meanwhile, the first two ships, which were also bought from Spain, are 
to reach the port of Maputo during the second week of July. Those two cargo 
ships have been christened the "Nguri"™ and the "Ligonha." Each of the two ves- 
sels has a cargo capacity of 1,200 tons. The "Nguri" has already been turned 
over to its Mozambican crew. The symbolic ceremony was attended by the na- 
tional director of the merchant marine. The '"Ligonha' will be handed over to- 
morrow to Mozambicans who are also already in Spain. From Spain, the two shijs 
will proceed next week to the port of Lisbon, where they will load fertilizer-- 
their chief cargo--after which they will head for Mozambique.

COMMENTARY ON SOMALI-U.S. RELATIONS

[Excerpts] The Somali Democratic Republic is a nonaligned country following 
an independent policy in the interests of its people. The Somali Democratic 
Republic welcomes cooperation and mutual relations with any country provided 
there is no interference with or obstruction of the interests and aspira- 
tions of the Somali people. With this in mind, the Somali Democratic 
Republic established and strengthened political and other cooperation with 
the rest of the world immediately after the revolution. 


Friendly relations were promoted with our Arab brothers, with the exception 
of those wio call themselves Arabs but serve only the interests of the 
Soviets. There was a marked growth in relations between Somalia and Africa, 
Asia and Europe, particularly West Europe. 


[t is also timely to mention the friendly relations which exist between 

the Somali Democratic Republic and the United States and which have gone 
from strength to strength. Mogadishu and Washington see this consolidation 
of relations, cooperation and other ties as being a move which serves the 
interests of both countries. 


Friendly relations between Somalia and the United States are based on 
cooperation, mutual assistance and respect, creating a situation in which 
each country upholds the other's sovereignty while at the same time safe- 
guarding the self-respect and dignity of its own people.

New funds of $14.4 million were allocated to the projects, which include 
agricultural, water supply and range management programs in central Somalia. 
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Somalia and the United States signed another agreement on 20 May under which 
the U.S. Government will extend a long-term soft loan of $15 million to the 
Somali Government to be used on financing agricultural and agro-industrial 


programs. 


We therefore hope that bilateral efforts to promote good relations between 
the two countries and cooperation between the two peoples will bear fruit 
and be crowned with success for the future benefit of both peoples.

In its first report, the committee took the view that coloreds and Indians 
should also have a voice in the legislative area. For this reason, it has re- 
commended as an interim measure that any draft legislation which concerns those 
sroups, be referred to the Presidential Council for comments. The committee 
said that it feels that representation in the legislative body should be ona 
group basis. 


As the constitutional framework, the committee proposed a consociational demo- 
cracy among whites, coloreds and Indians. One of its characteristics is go- 
vernment through majority agreement (concurrent majority).

Mr Japie Basson, member of the Constitutional Committee, said that only "su- 
premacists and jingoes" would reject the plans. Mr Fanie Herman, who in the 
past had taken the side of the KP of Dr Andries Treurnicht, said that he 
cannot accept the division of power in the proposals.

administrative committees and neighborhood affairs committees for coloreds and 
Indians should be given representation with full rights in white local admin- 
istrations or in administrative committees of white municipalities.

Visional council on a ward basis. In the meantime, the administrative comrnit- 
tees must continue to exist. 

More Wards 

Mr Van Zyl said that this kind of proposal is a question of policy. The coun- 
cil still has to think the proposals over. 


"It was still the point of view of the City Council that everybody who makes 
a contribution to the city funds should be represented." 


Mr Van Zyl noted that Mitchell's Plain is a large area which does not want an 
administrative committee. As a result of the Presidential Council proposals, 
it would certainly be advantageous for taxpayers there to establish an admin- 
istrative committee as an interim measure. 
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At the present time, the Capetown City Council includes 17 wards, each of 
which is represented by 2 council members. "It is clear that if the coloreds 
to join on the basis of wards, more wards will have to be added," he said. 


In pursuance of the recommendations, voters in these areas will remain on a 
irate electoral list.

[lext] Did the prime minister declare whites, coloreds and Indians as one 
nation last week in Parliament? 


Has the Nationalist Party abandoned self-determination as the cornerstone ot 


Its pol icy ? 


lt the answer to these two questions is yes then the Nationalist Party is 


ott its course. 


For me it is clear that this is once more a case of malicious misconception 
being fed to the world with respect to the prime minister's reply in Parli- 
ament to the effect that self-determination is a relative concept and that 
whites, coloreds and Indians form one nation. 


lhe reply to those two questions will continue to be: no. 


My arguments with regard to both concepts (nation and self-determination) 


run as tollows: 


Whites, coloreds and Asians are individual groups and there are even different 
peoples within each group. Each group and peoples within these groups have 
their own interests, roots and ideals. To speak of these groups as one people 
is an untruth and an obliteration of delineations. 


lhe concept of nation is something different than the concept of people. 
Nation implies people living in certain political region and united in 
citizenship of the state in question. 


Most of our peoples, however, have not been introduced to the professional]! 
terminology of political science. Moreover, English speakers can also confuse 
nation with people. I therefore propose that politicians (and newspapers) 
cease talking about one nation, because this arouses unnecessary confusion. 
[hey should rather talk about three separate groups which together form a 
political unit. 
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litical matters there is therefore a political self-determination between 
Lie three groups. In many other matters there is no joint self-determination, 
ut rather separate self-determination of each group over its own matters. 


Although common matters are more numerous than private matters within the 
tiiree groups of the republic, there are still basic matters in the realm of 
private attairs. In the confederation private affairs will again exceed by 
far those things of common interest. 


We must also have a clear sense of definition with respect to self-determina- 
tion (which must remain a cornerstone of South Africa's policy). 


selt-determination is not absolute. Nationalist Party spokesmen have quoted 
many examples to the effect that the United States, Russia and Europe cannot 
determine their fate as they wish, but they are dependent on joint decision- 
making on certain matters. The principle is: Self-determination cannot be 

exercised in isolation of other self-determining groups. 


Especially in our country self-determination cannot stand on its own leg. 
Politicians (including those of the Nationalist Party) must not deceive 
people on this point. Co-determination puts a limit on self-determination 
ind the same applies vice versa. 


ln the South African situation it is unavoidable for the two (self-determina- 
tion and co-determination) to meet and therefore both will have to sacrifice 


something. 


lheretore it is actually wrong to talk only about self-determination as a 
Nationalist Party policy. This is a mirage, an enormous piece of unreality. 


| propose that in writing and speaking the Nationalist Party should always 
mention self-determination/co-determination in one breath and employ this 
iS One concept in which both words are joined together irrevocably. 


Of course, at different levels, self-determination/co-determination differ in 
nature, extent and application. 


Local administration is mainly self-determination for each group with common 
irrangements Over common matters. In district administration common arrange- 
ments probably take precedence and in country administration self-determina- 
tion has more weight in certain matters and co-determination in other matters. 


li the confederation between the republic and the black states self-determina- 
tion of each state stands out as the Alpha and the Omega, while co-determina- 


tion is limited and strongly qualified. 


Ihe drafters of our constitution must be careful to develop a system which 





will carry the final word on self-determination so that co-determination 
will be usurped; for example there should be a requirement of consensus from 
each self-determining group with respect to joint decisions. There are 


many of these proven, balanced and controlling systems. 
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li-determination must remain the key to co-determination. I have no doubts 


hout this. In South Africa we are working with nationalisms and each 
nationalism is striving for self-determination. Differentiation is our 
tradition. The right to exclusivity is being recognized and supported by 
i} } our communities. As a group of minorities the ratio of our numbers 
renders self-determination indispensable. 


Of couse, trying to cover the burden of conflict, with its polarizing forces 
which exist in our country and trying to do so under the flag of self-deter- 
mination/co-determination, is a complicated matter. 


But our reality is complicated. South Africa would be unmanageable with just 
the full weight of self-determination--and with the full weight of co-determ- 
ination alone there would be Jittle self-determination left. Hence the 

reason tor self-determination/co-determination as the formula for the future.

G-5 CANNON DEVELOPED, MANUFACTURED ENTIRELY IN SOUTH AFRICA 
Johannesburg BEELD in Afrikaans 24 Apr 82 p 5 


[Text] Recent press rumors that South Africa is not manufacturing the advanced 
and teared G-5 cannon on its own were properly put to rest this week when a 
group of newSpapermen were taken on a guided tour of the plant where parts of 
the weapon are being manufactured. 


Ihe cannon is being assembled by a branch of KRYGKOR [South African Armaments 
Corporation] and the private companies share in its production runs to about 
94 percent, according to a spokesman of KRYGKOR. 


lhe cannon's barrel (one of the most complicated and difficult part to 
manutacture) was also developed in South African plants and is being manufac- 
tured here. "As far as I know there are only three or four companies in the 
world which are capable to make such barrels." That is what the spokesman 
Said. 


A spokesman of one of the plants, which is helping to produce the G-5 cannon's 
barrel (155 mm) and other artillery weapons, explained to the group of news- 
papermen how this is being done. 


[he approximately 6.8 tons of steel is subjected to a number of processes 
before the product (a cannon barrel that weighs 1.7 tons) is ultimately sent 
to the KRYGKOR branch after about 2 months' processing. 


[his company then puts the final finishing touches, and this also takes about 
months, before a very high quality barrel is sent to KRYGKOR's assembly 
plant. 


fhe two plants where the barrel is manufactured have facilities for manufact- 
uring barrels of 10 meters in length and to be self-supporting in all respects. 
One of the plants (where the original steel barrel is bored) manufacturers 
barrels for cannons only, while the KRYGKOR plant completely manufactuers 

and finishes barrels of 5.56 mm caliber (for the R4 machine gun) to the 155mm 
barrel for the G-5 cannon. 


(This plant manufactures the R-4, which replaces the R-1l as a standard weapon 
tor the armed forces' soldiers and does so entirely by itself using local 
steel. Barrels for the rapid fire cannons (20 mm and 30 mm and the 35 mm 


caliber) are being manufactured to fill the demands for rapid fire which 
differ to some degree from those of the cannons. 
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lt take 1 Slow and accurate process in manufacturing each of the weapons 
rom thi 5.56 mm R-4 to the 155 mm G-5 in order to make sure that each product 
delivered to the armed forces is of the highest quality and can justly be 


reyarded as the best in the world.

PRISON HORROR SCENES DESCRIBED 


Paris Le MONDE in French 5 May 82 p 5 


[Article: "Eyewitness Account: Scenes of Horror at Makindye Prison"] 
[Text] Around 10 am on 28 February 1982, I was arrested by soldiers who had 
found my Democratic Party! membership card on me. They labeled me a ''guer- 
rilla.'' Around noon on 2 March, I was transferred to Makindye barracks, in 


the suburbs of Kampala. Iwas to stay there for over 2 weeks. During my 
imprisonment, I stayed successively in three cells, nicknamed by their occu- 
pants "Quarter Guard," 'Bone,'’ and "Go Down." Each was designed to acconmo- 
date 20 prisoners. During my stay, more than 600 prisoners in all were 
crowded in there. 


"Quarter Guard'' is a cell where certain categories of prisoners from other 
prisons or barracks are "received.'' When I arrived, two prisoners were lying 
in a pool of blood. They had just been beaten to death. According to my 
cellmates, we all risked coming to the same end. Around 7 pm the same day, 

2 March, Aviation Capt James Kasinye was dragged out of the cell, beaten with 


iron bars right in front of the door, then killed with four pistol bullets by 
a lieutenant. 


Six prisoners were appointed to carry his corpse and the other two cadavers 


to the "warehouse" where the bedies of prisoners murdered in prison are de- 
posited. 


When they returned, our companions told us they had seen about 25 corpuses 
there, including one of a child about 5 years old. In our cell, there was 

a small room as well, where two young women and a teen-age girl were im- 
prisoned. At night we heard their screams and moans for several hours. The 
next day, one of them told us that 10 or so soldiers had raped them. 


3 March, there were massive arrests in Kampala. Trucks and military ve- 
icles arrived at Makindye. They were filled with civilians. Most were 
between 15 and 35 years old. They had been brutally beaten. 


On 4 March, they had all the prisoners go outside. They grouped us in three 


categories in order to assign us to three cells. In my new cell, there were 
approximately 200 starving prisoners. The same day, new prisoners were 
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brous in. Most had been beaten and tortured; some had «ven had Limbs ampu- 
tated. For example, a gardner arrested during work had a hand cut off. He 
lied the next day. Four businessmen had been arrested at the shopping center 
of Nakulabya, taken to Nile Mansion,2 then to Makindye. They had been tor-

tured. Two of them died 2 hours after their arrival.

Mr Mambule, the manager of an international shipping company, had been ar- 


rested with 2 million shillings? on him because he had just sold a truck. 
lie had been tortured before arriving in our cell. He bore deep cuts on his 


ead and body. Around 7 am on 5 March a soldier came to ask the prisoner in 
charge of our cell one single question: 'Ngapi Kwisha Kufa?" (‘How many 
deaths?") The prisoner told him: ''Five.'' Three had died as a result of 
being tortured and two more had probably died of hunger. During my 2 weeks 
of imprisonment, it was the only question I heard, around 7 o'clock every 
morning. Apparently the only goal sought after in "Bone" and "Go Down" 
cells was to let prisoners die. 


Around 10 am oa 5 March, an officer turned up in front of our cell, shouted 
my name, and ordered me to follow him. As we walked, he told me that he 

had been contacted by my family and was going to help me get out of Makindye. 
He took me to the "information office,'' which was next door to the torture 
chamber. He told me to wait for him while he discussed my release with his 
fellow otficers. There I saw several civilians taken into the torture cham- 
ber. For example, Dr Kato, who lives in the village of Kansanga, near 

Tank Hill,4 He was taken into the room with 12 other prisoners. 


The soldiers accompanying him accused him of being a guerrilla. They said 
they had arrested him in the forest with "his men" and a rocket launcher. 
They ordered the intelligence officer to get complete confessions from the 
doctor and his companions. The officers began interrogating the suspects in 
the torture chamber, two by two. I heard them being struck with objects. 
When they came out, they had cuts on their arms and heads. Their bodies 
were bloody. They were taken back into the office and asked to confess. 
They remained silent. They were tortured again. When they came out again 
finally, some of them had had arms and legs amputated. Most could not walk. 
[t was decided to take them to "Go Down" cell. Half of them died there in 
the next 2 days. 


When I, in turn, was transferred to this same cell the evening of 5 March, Dr 
Kato told me his story. Around 5 am that same day, three military trucks and 
a Land Rover had appeared at his home. The doctor, his wife, and three ser- 
vants were taken in the Land Rover and driven to Nile Mansion. Two children, 
including a baby less than a year old, were left alone in the house. The 
soldiers tilled the trucks with the doctor's furniture and family possessions 
(worth 6 million shillings, according to his estimates). At Nile Mansion, 
they were put with 10 prisoners who were already there. They were all taken 
to Makindye and described as guerrillas. 
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On 5 March, the oft ficer who had ordered me out of my cell did not obtain my 
-elease and had me taken back there around 4 pm. Hence, an hour later, I 

was transferred to "Go Down" with other prisoners. I found some 200 prison- 
ers there. Most were wounded and their clothes blood-stained. They had been 
so atrociously tortured that they were doomed to probable death. ''Go Down" 
is Makindye's worst cell. Between six and nine prisoners died each day while 
i was there. Almost everybody was wounded, but nobody was sent to the in- 
tirmary, although it was very close. 


Days Without Food or Water 


One day a kind soldier was guarding the cell. He decided to take several of 
the wounded to the infirmary. Their wounds were treated with purple-colored 
medicine. Discovering this later, another soldier became so enraged that he 
treatened to send the prisoners back to the torture chamber where they would 
be intlicted with new wounds that he would be sure were not treated. He 
ordered the prisoners to receive no medical treatment under any circumstances. 
In "Go Down," they only brought us food and water every 3 to 5 days. But 
there was so little that it was scarcely enough for 20 prisoners. Actually, 
the tood was intended for only one category of prisoners: the soldiers. 


The dead bodies stayed in the cells for 24 to 48 hours--during the week- 
ends--before being removed. The soldier in charge of the cell appointed 
prisoners to carry the corpuses to the 'warehouse.'' The bodies of prisoners 
who starved to death were separated from those of prisoners who were shot or 
tortured to death. Around noon every day, a few prisoners went outside to 
put corpses of the first category into a truck. We were told that these 
bodies were transported to the Mulago hospital's norgue or turned over to 
the municipality of Kampala. The other corpses were loaded onto military 
trucks around midnight. Nobody knows for just what destination. Yet, one 
weekend, a righ-ranking officer from Nile Mansion came to talk to us at 
Makindye. He put us on guard asserting that, if we did not disclose our 
guerrilla activities, we would be killed. He pointed out: ''Lake Victoria's 
waters can swallow a lot of corpses before it will overflow." ''Anyway," 
added, ‘the Nile is a good overspill for the lake."

Prisoners were screened at least 3 times a week. They were taken near the 
intelligence service's offices, where they had to sit in line. Then some 
prisoners who were erroneously introduced to their fellow prisoners as former 
yuerrillas who had switched to confessions appeared. Actually they had been 
persuaded by all sorts of promises, e.g., lured with the bright prospects 

of an influential position in the army, to collaborate with the officials. 
These individuals pointed at random at some innocent prisoners and said that 
they had been their guerrilla companions. Those who were chosen did not have 
an Opportunity to protest their innocence or defend themselves. They were 
taken away and never heard of again. 


Ninety-nine percent of Makindye's prisoners are of Bantou descent. Sixty 
percent are Basoga Baganda, ? 39 percent, Bayankole from the West, and 1 per- 
cent come from the north. The latter are primarily soldiers. According to

PREPARATIONS FOR 1982 ELECTION SAID TO BE SET

[Text] The deputy prime minister and state commissioner for territorial 
administration, Prof Vunduawe Te Pemako, was a guest on the television pro- 
eram "L'Evenement,' moderated by our colleague Kundura Kasongo with the 
cooperation of other members of the press. The discussion centered on 
electoral law and territorial decentralization. 


"Everything is finally ready for the 1982 elections," replied Prof Vunduawe 
to the first question posed to him. Physically, everything is ready: the 
ballots, the polls, etc. And it has therefore been established that the 
elections will take place normally as scheduled, except for one part of 
Kivu, where certain problems regarding nationality must first be settled, 
[but] this will be done relatively quickly. 


Prof Vunduawe replied in the negative to the question of whether the politi- 
cal criteria for eligibility were a distortion of Article 12 of the Con- 
stitution. This article of the Constitution declares that all Zairians are 
equal before the law. The political criteria for eligibility are in com- 
plete contormance with this law, as they are only subje ive criteria for 
evaluation. No discrimination based on religious beliets, regional affili- 
ation, etc., is possible.

[Text] The first act of the trial of the Public Ministry vs Sergeant Major 
Tshomba, accused of the murder of a student at the Fine Arts Academy, ended 
Sunday evening. The verdict is now known: the death penalty. 

While awaiting a possible second act which could come up in the case of an 

appeal to another court by one of the two parties, many facts are emerging 

which public opinion has been surprised to learn. 


First of all, the accused is a member of the military police of the Zairian 
Armed Forces. In this capacity, he should not have anything to do with 
civilians. In the second place, he used a firearm against a citizen who 
was not carrying a dangerous weapon. 


Beyond this trial, therefore, there is a whole group of rules and principles 
which must be placed in the context of time and space. 


As we wrote in yesterday's edition, the agent of the law seems tv have lost 
this protective power which he had within society; just the sight of a mili- 
tary uniform used to bring a feeling of security to honest men and of dis- 
tress to criminals. 


However, in recent times many things have changed. Parachutists, members of 
the road crew and the military police, and commandos are turning into police- 
men to check the identification cards of passers-by and to inflict penalties 


on those who don't have the required papers. 


Contusion therefore seems to reign in the assignments of the various branches 
of the Zairian Armed Forces. 


Furthermore, some agents of the law do not hesitate to mention their ranking 
leaders to cover their crimes, sometimes committed during nocturnal patrols 
without orders!

Since the city of Kinshasa is the tributary from the interior for the basic 
agricultural products to be consumed by its citizens, regional governors and 
experts have recognized that food production from the surrounding rural 
regions (Bandundu, Bas-Zaire and Equateur) provides a surplus of certain basic 
staple products. They have established that the capital is currently under- 
yoing a disturbing food shortage. This shortage is due to insufficient pro- 
duction, among other things. Basically, this insufficiency results from the 
following causes: disorganization in the interregional marketing circuit for 
agricultural products, degeneration of seeds, disregard for the agricultural 
calendar which brings about a lower yield, difficulty of access to certain 
producing localities due to poor condition of roads, bridges and ferries; 
poor training of the peasants due to lack of skilled staff and logistical 
means, lack of financial assistance and logistic support for the economic 
operators of the regions who provide for the movement of agricultural 
products out of the countryside. 


Reyarding the above, the quadripartite meeting is proposing to the executive 
board the following: provide regional agricultural input services and 
rehabilitate the seed centers in the three rural regions, grant credits to 
the dynamic economic operators who work in the regions, free for the rural 
regions the credits for rehabilitating agricult wal roads. 


The meeting also proposes setting up the agricultural development bank, and 
is directing the regional governors to enforce a strict application of Law 
76-Oll of 21 May 1976 concerning the special development effort, to facili- 
tate the yearly supply to the city of Kinshasa by the rural regions of 
Bandundu, Bas-Zaire and Equateur, their food production surpluses; to 
establish and make known the lists of economic operators who in a regular, 
permanent way carry out the transportation of food products from their 
respective regions, to stimulate peasants to regroup into cooperatives, and 
to increase vigilance and border control in order to contain the fradulent 
outflow of agricultural and manufactured products.
